Favorable vote for No. 
Wilmington Town Forest 


State funds for the North 
Wilmington Town Forest, voted 
for last March in the annuAl Town 
Meeting,. was the subject of a 
favorable vote in the state 
legislature, Tuesday. The es- 
timated cost of the acquiring of the 
land, as of last spring, was $159,- 
000, a sum of money which some- 
believe to be too small. 

The Town of Wilmington asked 
Rep. Fred F. Cain to see if the 
Commonwealthh pay for half the 
cost, from an account which is in 
the Department of Natural 
Resources, for the acquiring of 
forest land. At the present time, 
thanks to a bond issue, there are 
funds in that account.

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority still wishes to purchase

Such buses were on sale al a 
year ago, which could be used by 
any community, providing that 
service was not established which 
would be in competition with the 
transportation system of the 
MBTA.

$3 million contract 
to Avco 


Avco Systems Division of 
Wilmington has been awarded a $3 
million dollar contract by the 
United States Air Force to conduct 
a two-year research and develop- 
ment program aimed at improving 
20mm ammunition. Better than 80 
per cent of America’s tactical air- 
craft are armed with 20mm 
weapons. 

The contract, awarded by Elgin 
Air Force Base, Florida, calls for 
Systems Division to improve the 
penetration capabilities and ac- 
curacy of the air-to-air projectile. 

The division will also investigate 
materials and fabrication 
processes to develop a lightweight 
projectile body with increased ex- 
plosive capacity. Finally, the con- 
tract calls for modification of the 
ammunition to improve gun barrel 
life. 

As an adjunct to the contract, 
Systems Division will also in- 
vestigate the feasibility of 
developing a plastic 20 mm round 
of ammunition for use in target 
practice.
